cabinet, fifteen premiers and ministers 
from over the sea dominions of the 
empire settled down to discuss sur.h 
knotty problems as the co-ordination 
of the navies and land forces for im- 
perial defense, the declaration of Lon- 
don, an imperial court of' appeal, an 
"altered" transportation line to en- 
circie the sloi>e and a future consti- 
tution of the British empire. 
The 


hope is expressed that out of the dis- 
cussion of the last topic may come 
some definite proposal for the federa- 
tion of the empire. 


The Anglo-American relationship is 


likely to be discussed in connection 
with th equation of imperial defense, 
as also is tlic part which the Aus- 
tralian navies are to play in that de- 
fense, as Australia since the visit of 
the American fleet to that continent 
three years ago has, come to regard 
America as a possible ally In the po- 
licing of the P.icilic. The sessions are 
held behind clnscrt doors.

Election at Andrews Goes Against 


Joint School Proposition— 


One .Vote Decides. 


Andrews. Ind-, May 23.—One person 


in Dallas township decided yesterday 
that the township and the town of 
Andrews shall not enter an agree- 
ment to build a 
joint high school. 


Just who this one person is will nev;r 
be known, but the results of the elec- 
tion held yesterday showed that those 
opposed to joining hands with the 
town of Andrews numbered just one 
more than those In favor.

EO against it. 
The fact 


that the township went one vote 
against the proposition sets aside all 
indications of a joint school under th* 
present township and town organiza- 
tions. 


The result of yesterday's election 


leaves Andrews in a bad condition HO 
far as school matters are concernsd, 
with the order of the state board Df 
health facing them and no money cr 
means for constructing a new build- 
ing, the town is without school facili- 
ties. 
Andrews high school has long 


been sued ,by the township and BO ,t, 
too, is now without a 
high school 


within its borders.
